Berlin, Jan. 18—(Wireless to Sayville) — A 


note to the Greek government, amounting to an ulti- 
matum, is said by the Overseas Agency to have been 
presented by France and Great Britain. According 
to a Sofia dispatch to the News Agency, Greece is re 
quired to deliver their passports to the ministers of 
the central powers within 48 hours, failing which the 
entente will take "necessary measures." 


Berlin dispatches of yesterday which have not been corrobor- 


ated from French or British sources, stated that unusual measures 
were being taken by the allies in Greece. According to these re- 
ports allied troops were landed at Phaleron, five miles southwest of 
Athens and also at Piraeus, the port of Athens. In this connec- 
tion, the Overseas News Agency of Berlin said: 


"The fact that the British are blockading the Greek coast most 


tightly and are subjecting Greece to other inconveniences is inter- 
preted by Berlin newspapers as meaning that the entente is prepar 
ing the overthrow ot the Greek government to substitute a republic 
with Venizelos at its head."

'Tis said where ignorance is bliss 'tis folly to be wise, but it
